The body is the traditional 
water-boab, modified to fold each 
panel to the same direction, to sake 
a good balance to spin better,

and good creeses to form s solid 
square frame* 

The axle needs very tight 
rolling* Plastic drinking straws 
or stirring straws (found type) will 
do, too. 

Paper: Bond paper nr urigeni paper. 
3£" to 6" square ; 1 sheet for body, 

2 sheets for frame and £ sheer for 
axle* Color nix adds the Joy*

Pre- 
create 2 book folds and 2 cupboard 
folds* 

(2) Reinstate last cupboard fold, 
then another cupboard fold. Creese 
It very well, 

(3) Sllda inner sheet half-way out* 
Tuck left end into right end to form 
a equate hoop as shown in (4). 

(4) Fold 4 corners, then tuck top
